this new orchestra must inevitably become 
first-rate when its members have played 
together a little longer. In 1929, therefore, in 
addition fo a growing power to choose the right 
‘material and @ grenter skill in handling i, we 
have scen the first steps taken towards the pro= 
Vision of an orchestra to earry out an enlightened 
policy. Th 1030. we may hope to see the fruits 
bf this effort. ‘The coming year will see the first 
developments of the scheme to provide a complete 
system of alternative programmes, the success of 
which should solve many problems both for the 
Tistener and for the B.B.C, Such a system will 
five greater scope for the ingenuity and entht 
siasm which have made possible the successful
